BREAKING WINDOWS BARED AS 


OSSINING, N. Y., (P—A century- 
old book entitled ‘“‘Punishment Record,” 
| which contains cryptic accounts of 
prison inmates being flogged and con- 
fined in dungeons, has been found at 
Auburn prison, scene of the 1929 prison 
riot. 

The New York state correction de- 
partment’s publication,, “Correction,” 
| reveals that Warden Joseph H. Brophy 
came upon the worn, leather-covered 
book while rumaging through past 
| prison records. : 


| “The book contains an affidavit of the 

punishment to one Charles S. Plumb, 
‘whose death caused the state legisl- 
ature to demand “all the facts’ from 
‘prison inspectors. 

The prison physician believed that 
Plumb died of “bilious remiting fever” 
and “that the flagelation which he re- 
ceived had no positive and direct 
agency in causing his death.”

A brisk downpour in San Francisco 


| flooded gutters at many downtown 


street intersections. During the pres- 
ent storm, 5.48 inches of rain has fal- 
len in San Francisco,. bringing the sea- 
sonal precipitation to date to 14.03, .06 
of an inch above normal. The weather 
bureau forecast more rain tomorrow 
and probably Sunday. 

The rapidly-rising Sacramento ri- 
ver flooded large areas in the vicinity 
of Hamilton, Butte City, Princeton, 
Bend and Tehema. Orchardists re- 
ported large damage to fruit trees. Low 
lands along the Stanislaus river in the 
San Joaquin valley were flooded, and 
the Tuolumne river, south of Modesto 
was near flood crest. 

Further inundation along the Sac- 
ramento and San Joaquin rivers was 
forecast. 

The Russian river was running bank- 
full, threatening further floods in the 
Geyserville area that suffered heavy 
damage from last December’s inun- 
dation. 

Telegraph and telephone communi- 
cations still were disrupted in many 
parts of the state as a result of gales 
and torrential rains. 

The weather bureau said an all time 
record for rain in several central Cal- 
ifornia sections was in sight. 

The Sacramento river reached a 
depth of 25 feet near Red Bluff.
